EST HIGH SCHOOL has made the usual ^ood progress in 
all lines during the school year 1910-'ll. Our enrollment 
passed the one thousand mark for the first time, reaching a 
total of 1075, an increase of 15 per cent over last year. Thirty- 
five teachers in regular daily classes, three special teachers, a 
clerk, and a principal are all kept very busy looking after our wellfare. 

We all appreciate our good building, our splendid equipment, and the 
opportunity of self improvement here offered to us. Even the seemingly 
least appreciative pupil does have a very definite sense of obligation to the 
city which supports such a school, to the board and its officers who admin- 
ister its affairs so wisely, and particularly to the splendid body of men and 
women we call our teachers. Some of us have queer ways of our own of 
showing this appreciation; nevertheless, to a pupil, we all strongly contend that 
ours is the best school on earth. This feeling grows stronger as we approach 
graduation and the Alumni and ex-members are unanimously of the same 
opinion. 

This is not a mere matter of local or partisan pride. The graduates 
of the school are accepted without examinations wherever such exemptions 
are made and they make good wherever they go, — whether to college or to 
the office or store. The school exerts a leadership in the state, and outside 
of it in many affairs. Our course of study and school forms are in 
demand. The text books used in West High are widely adopted in 
other schools and in many ways we are copied as a model. 





ROM an occasional vacant lot to the finest training quarters 
in the state, is the summary of one phase of our school's 
progress. It was a lucky day for West High when Mr. 
Ricker, in searching for an electrical leak, discovered a large 
vacant space underneath the girls' locker rooms. He recog- 
nized the fact that at last an ideal location for adequate dressing rooms and 
a swimming pool had presented itself. He immediately called a meetmg 
of the Athletic Association at which it was decided to ask the schoolboard 
to furnish one-half the necessary funds for pool and lockers. However the 
schoolboard generously furnished the entire amount necessary. Two dress- 
ing rooms and shower baths were also provided. Work was begun at once 
and as soon as completed the pool was opened to school children who 
enjoyed it immensely during the summer. Since then, it has been open to 
all West High students and it has been in constant use. 'I'his magnificent 
addition completed our training quarters which, with the gymnasium, are 
unsurpassed within the state. 
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NE of the subjects of greatest comment hy visitors at West l 
Hi^h is the spirit of perfect harmony and affability which ^ 
pervades the school. Visitors admire also the splendid con- ^ 
dition of the building and the freedom the pupils are given in

Our athletics, debating, dramatics and music are inHuential factors m T 
building this spirit, but these would accomplish little without our Assem- 
blies. Here we all congregate as one family, with a closer bond between 
us than is felt in the class room or elsewhere. Here really is the heart of 
the school. 

How many, 1 wonder, ever realize the wide held these assemblies 
cover? How many consider the care with which they are planned, or the 
energy which goes into the carrying out? 

In the fall there are morning assemblies to work up football enthusiasm 
and give training in rooting. Many other assemblies are held at eleven 
o'clock on days before and after the big games. Later follow dramatics, 
debating, basket ball, I'atler, track, all of vital school interest, and each 
accorded its place in the series. From outside come men, influential in the 
city, the state and the nation. Each of the musical colleges entertains us 
with an annual concert. 

It is hard to choose from so many splendid entertainments a few for 
particular notice. 'I'he one which stands forth over and above all others is 
the one in which Prof. Adrian M. Newens gave us his monologue, entitled 
*' The Messenger fro n Mars." The concerts given by Drake University, 
Des Moines and Highland Park Colleges, the stereopticon lecture by 
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Mr. Moss on the Panama canal, and the celebration of West High's win- 
ning of the State Meet were among the most enjoyable of the year. 

'llius every person graduating from West High School has had not 
only the training in sciences, history, languages and mathematics which any 
good school can give, but has enjoyed also advantages which could not be 
bettered in an expensive lecture course.

A number became members of the football 
squad and although they did not all "make the team," they helped make 
the team one of the best that ever represented West High. 

The golf tournaments proved our skill at this game and a Freshman 
won the first place. It was a plucky, determined bunch of fellows who 
represented us in basketball. Fhough not a winning team, they exhibited 
the qualities which lead their friends to predict for them a most successful 
future. Many of us took advantage of the gymnasium work during the 
winter. In the spring a number responded to the call for track men. I'hey 
have shown unusual ability and we confidently expect them to win many 
points for West High in future meets. 

While we were thus interested in athletics, other lines of school work 
were not forgotten. The Freshman number of the I'atler shows the excel- 
lence of our literary ability. A few may be able to realize a large income 
by publishing their productions. We attended Philo even if not allowed 
to take a very active part. Some are better able to voice the praises of the 
class because of the Cjlee Club training while others with great clamor 
announce the presence of Freshmen in the orchestra. 

In a short time the word Freshmen will no longer apply. We shall 
soon be Sophomores, then Juniors, then Seniors. Yet we shall ever be 
members of the class of '14. Remember, "1914 does things. We are 
going to "do things" for our class, but we know that the only way to benefit 
the class is to w^ork for the good of the whole school. We have come to 
the close of our Freshman year, rich in loyalty to West High and enthu- 
siastically looking forward to coming years within these halls.

N Friday, May the twelfth, the team left for Lincoln to enter 
the 12th Missouri Valley High School Meet. Here we 
encountered the fastest competition of the year. Considering 
the fact that our men were not pointed for this meet, our 
fourth place was not at all disappointing. I'he narrow track 
prevented effective placing of the men in the preliminaries, which unfor- 
tunately eliminated McHenry in the hurdles, or our score might have been 
larger. 

Wiley of York succeeded in winning from McBain in the broad jump 
by leaping 22 feet. Moss vaulted six inches higher than he had ever gone 
before, taking a third in his event, while Watson took second in the half mile 
and third in the mile.

toward which the traininj^ of the West Hij^h team was 
directed this year, proved a day ideal as to weather, track and 
^^^se watching, the numher of entries and the 
records made at the minor meets throughout the State, this 
meet had heen looked forward to with a ^reat deal of interest. 

rhe individual stars sent by smaller schools in all sections of the state 
cut in upon the points of the larj^er schools, so that the outcome of the meet 
was in doubt until the last event was completed. The preliminaries with 
about 375 entries were run in the morning, in even better time than had 
been expected. The placinj^s in the preliminaries were not as favorable 
to us as we mit^ht have wished, and at the be^innin^ of the afternoon thmgs 
looked none too favorable for West Des Moines. 

From the first ^un, everybody realized that this was to be the fastest 
State Hi^h School Meet ever seen at the Stadium. Hoyt of Greenfield, as 
expected, won the hundred, breaking the former State Record. In the 120 
yard Hurdles Mc Henry, in one of the prettiest races ever seen on the track, 
started things ofl^ with the first five points for West. His time of 16 2-5 
seconds does not stand as a new record as he tipped over two hurdles. 

The 440 which had been conceded to Parsons of Iowa City, was won 
by him in ^ood time, with Pickett of West High running third. In the 
low hurdles. Hunter of North won with Lewis of West High third. 

Watson, entering the stiff competition of the State Meet, cut 6 1-2 
seconds off his former records in the half mile and went the distance in 
2:04 1-5. In the mile run he bettered his previous performances by ten 
seconds or better, winning second place. Fhe mile relay record went by 
the board when Cedar Rapids negotiated the mile 2 2-5 seconds under the 
record. Schrader of Iowa City broke two state records, the hi^h jump and 
pole vault. Although Witter of W. D. M. could not place it is notable 
that he jumped higher than the former state record. 

Capt. McBain bettered his own state record of 21 feet, 6 1-2 inches by 
three inches, leavin<i a mark that will be hard to pass. 

Individual honors were won In Aldrich, the Sioux City team, with 
two firsts and one third to his credit. 
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The deciding event of the meet was the half mile relay as we were tied 
with Iowa City at this stage of the meet. This race clearly showed the 
value of rooting and of a comparatively fresh relay team as it was hy winning 
this event that we won first place.
